LONDON — (IP)— 
Two British 8- 


nch gnu Cruisers, the 10,000-ton Corn- 
ivall and the 9,975-ton 
Dorsetshire 


whose torpedoes finished off the Ger- 
man battleship Bismarck little lass 
han a year ago, were sunk by Jap- 
anese bombers ranging the Bay o£ 
3cngal and batlorring a thin stretched 
British naval communications to India, 
he Admiralty announced Thursday. 


1,100 
of the crews were picked up. 


The Rome radio reported that re- 


maining units of the British squadron 
were engaged in a running sea fight 
with stronger Japanese naval forces. 


From New Delhi it was announced 


also in a communique that combined 
enemy naval and air attacks had re- 
sulted in the sinking of several Al- 
lied merchantships in the Indian ocean 
area. 


The communique said from 400 to 


500 survivors were landed on the Oris- 
sa coast. 


The shock of the loss of the two 


powerful ships rubbed the gilt of 
the admiralty's announcement two 
hours earlier that British submarine 
sent a 10,000-ton Italian cruiser t< 
the bottom of the central Mediter- 
ranean. 


The sinking of the Cornwall and 


Dorsetshire was a blow to the Bri-

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY 


COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF HOPE, 
ARKANSAS: 


Section I. hat Article V of the By- 


Laws of the City of Hope, Arkansas, 
be and the same is hereby amended 
to read as follows, to-wit: 


ARTICLE V: CITY ATTORNEY: 
Section 1: At the regular city elec- 


tion in each even numbered year, 
there shall be elected a city attorney 
for a period of two years, as provid- 
ed by the statutes fo the State of 
Arkansas, and he shall be a regular 
practicing attorny, a resident of the 
City of Hope, Arkansas, and a qualif- 
ied electer of the city of Hope and 
County of Hempstead, and state of 
Arkansas; and before entering upon 
the duties of his office, he shall 
take the oath of office as required 
by the ordinances of the city of Hope, 
Arkansas. 


Section 2: The City Attorney shall, 


either in person or by deputy, attend 
all sessions of the Municipal Court, 
and shall make complaint or file bill 
of 
information against all persons 


charged with violating any of the or- 
dinances or laws of the City of Hope, 
Arkansas, and shall represent the city 
on appeal of any and all such cases 
in the Circuit Court and in the Su- 
preme Court, and in Chancery Court I 
when the relief sought against the city 
is injunction. He shall on request ad- 
vise all city officials as to their of- 
ficial duties; and on request from the 
Mayor or Council, or any committee 
thereof, he shall draft all ordinances, 
bonds, contracts, leases, conveyances, 
and all such other instruments of 
writing as may be desired for the 
benefit of the said City; and likewise 
on request of the Mayor or Council, 
or any committee thereof, he shall 
furnish written opinions on subjects 
of a legal nature involving the City, 
and shall at any time on request of 
the Council appear before the Council 
and report, either orally or in writ- 
ing, 
as to any and all legal afafirs 


of the city of Hope, Arkansas. 


Section 3: The City Attorney of 


Hope, Arkansas, shall receive as full 
compensation for all services of him- 
self, as well as any and all deputies, 
for all matters covered in section 2 
above, a salary of ?75.0Q per month, 
payable monthly on the first day of 
each month after the services are per- 
formed. 


Section 4; Any money or funds col- 


lected or received by the City Attorney 
for the city shall be at once turned 
over to the city Treasurer and his 
receipt taken therefor, and filed with 
the City Clerk. 


Section 5; Upon expiration of his 


term of office or his resignation or 
removal therefrom, the city attorney 
rhall therewith upon demand deliver 
to his successor all books and papers 
belonging to the city or delivered to 
him bv the pity or any of its officers, 
and all papers in actions prosecuted 
or defended by him under the powers 
of section 2 above, then pending and 
undetermined.

Section 1: The Code of Ordinances

Washington—April 6, 19-12, the 25tl 


anniversary of the United Stales' entry 
into the first World War, finds this 
nation a belligerent in an even grcatc: 
conflict—a truly global war. 


To a reporter who served in Wash 


ington in 1917-18, memories of Work 
War I combine with observation of th 
current one to create a pageant o 
parallels and contrasts. 


Perhaps the most striking symbo 


of the difference between the twi 
great wars is a sign you sec every 
where in Washington today. Its mcs 
sage begins: 


'WHEN 
AIR 
RAID WARNING 


COMES . . . " 


Not "IF," mind you, but "WHEN. 


Back in 1917-18 there were no sue 
warnings because air raids against thi 
country were not dreamed possible. 


In 1917, as in 1942, the war President 


was a Democrat—Wilson, with his 
"New 
Freedom," 
Now 
we 
have 


Roosevelt and his "New Deal." But 
after that, comparisons end. 


Wilson was elected to his second 


term in 191G on the slogan, "He kept 
us out of war." Roosevelt broke all 
precedent by winning a third term in 
1940, without benefit of such a slogan. 


When war broke out in August, 


191'4, Wilson, a pacifist at heart, de- 
livered 
a 
neutrality message, be- 


seeching Americans to be impartial in 
thought as well as in action. 
> 


U. S. Was Better 
Prepared This Time 
When war again broke out in Europe 


in 1939, Roosevelt issued the set neu- 
trality proclamation—and only that. 


In later years it was revealed Wil- 


son had always been pro-Ally. His- 
tory did not have to wait to learn 
what Roosevelt felt. He proclaimed 
it repeatedly. 


Wilson spoke of peace without vic- 


tory. 
Roosevelt told the world he 


could not conceive of peace withoul 
otal defeat for the Axis. 


In World War I, in the matter ol 


preparedness, the country was ahead 
of Wilson. In World War II, Roose- 
velt was "way ahead of his country 


Only in June, 1916, after nearly two 


years of European war, did Wilsoi 
•narch in a Washington preparedness 
parade. 


In that same month, we, who sa 
, the press gallery, saw Congrcs 


vote to increase the regular army to i 
paltry 175,000. Even before the sec 
uid 
World 
War started, Roosevel 


preached preparedness. 


In July, 1940, he asked Congress fo 


ncarily five billion dollars for naliona 
defense. While Congress dawdled, h 
took mailers inlo his own hands, as- 
lounding the country on September 3, 
1940, 
by telling the people he had 


traded with Brilain, giving 50 over- 
age destroyers and receiving bases in 
Newfoundland and the British West 
Indies — vital outposts for 
defense 


of American shores. 


Just a few days before, he had 


signed an act lie had proposed. 
It 


authorized him lo mobilize the nation- 
al guard and the army and navy 
reserves. 


In World War I, after America had 


been al war with Germany for seven 
weeks, Congress passed a selective ser- 
vice acl May 18, 1917, and on June 5 
the firsl registration was held. By 
contrast, owing to Roosevelt's urging, 
Congress passed a selective service act 
September 1C, 1940—more 
than 
14 


months before America was at war, 
and 
Ihc firsl registration occurred 


October 16, 1940. 


In World War I, as in World War 


II, German submarines sank Ameri- 
can merchantmen, even before Amer-

Vicrcck was once more the leading 
wo-German propagandist. Only this 
lime he came lo grief.

In April, 1917, angered by repealed 
icrman sinkings of American ships, 
Wilson finally went to Congress and 
asked for a declaration of war. It 
was passed by the Senate 82 to 6.

Jeannctte 
Rankin tot Montana, then the only 
woman in Congress, wept and, voted 
against war.

became effective April G, 1917. 


In the present conflict, the Japanese 


made a declaration of war inevitable 
and immediate when they treacher- 
ously atlacked Pearl Harbor on De- 
cember 7, 1941: Promptly flic next day 
Roosevelt appeared before Congress 
and asked for a declaration of War.

Muddle Follows Muddle 
in Both Wars 
In the last war, despite enormous 


expenditures, American soldiers went 
into battle in France using French 
artillery and British planes. Today 
we must not only supply our own 
forces with guns, tanks, armored cars, 
and planes, but also suply these things 
lo our Allies, 


In Ihe last war, we spent $32,000,000- 


000, of which $10,000,000,000 was loaned 
to the Allies. Today it is estimated 
that four times that total will have 
been appropriated long before the 
end is in sight. 


With this gigantic task, today as in 


1917-18, there is muddle, confusion 
and apprehension that tilings arc not 
going as well as they should. In 1917- 
18 Washington was dubbed a patriotic 
madhouse. Some say "Ditlo for to- 
day." 


Today's Job Is 
Bigger Than Ever 
In the lasl war, as at present, Ihe 


posilion of labor was a much-dcbalcd 
one. Late in 1917, Wilson set up a 
National War Labor Conference Board 
and labor leaders agreed there should 
be no strikes. They also got an eight- 
hour day and collective bargaining 
To 'arbitrate labor disputes, a War 
Labor Board was set up, presided over 
by ex-President Taft and F. P. Walsh 


Today the Presidenl, in agreemenl 


with Presidenl Green of Ihe A. F. oi 
L. and President Murray of the C

Behind Line 
War in Russia 


By MILTON BRONNER

WASHINGTON - o strikes . . . 


millions of men and women volun- 
tarily and desperately working long- 
er hours . . . that is the story" of the 
past winter's "behind the lines" act- 
lion on the Russian industrial front, 
as it is being told in Washington by 
recent observers. 


Prior to June, 1940, Russian factor- 


ies worked their .employes five days, 
with every sixth day off. The hows 
per day were anywhere from 6 to 8, 
depending upon the industry. After 
June, 1940, the six-day week, with 
the seventh day off, was antroduc- 
ed. The working hours were now 
8 per day. 


Since Hitler made- his war upon 


Sussia, the factory scheme has been 
changed once more. There is still 
the regular six-day week with Sun- 
clays off. But, in addition to the reg- 
ular 8 hours, there is a compulsory 
•jxtra three hours per clay, and for 
:hcsc extra hours the pay is time and 
i half. If the employes want to work 
more than 11 hours, they can do so 
and many do. If they voluntarily also 
work a seventh clay, they get double 
pay. 


Russian wage Scale Is 
Kept Secret 
Figures as to rates of pay in the 


various industrise are not forthcom- 
ing. The piece-work pay system is 
now widely used all over Russia. It 
got its first impetus from A. Stak- 
lianov, a coal miner. He studied plans 
by which it would be possible for 
nim, with the same amount of physi- 
cal labor, to get more coal from the 
strata he was working. The plan was 
then named after him and thousands 
of miners increased their coal pro- 
duction. In the Russian railway world 
the plan is known by the name of 
Krivonoss, because P. Krivonoss per- 
fected a plan whereby he got more 
speed per hour out of the freight 
engine he was running. In all fac- 
tories the workers have been encour- 
aged to perfect ways by which pro- 
duction can be speeded up with the 
machines in hand. 


In 1933 it was estimated 22,000,000 


persons were employed in industry.

the number had risen to 28,- 


000,000. The average yearly wage of 
workers in industry in 1933 was 1513 
rubles.
